Washington, Jan. 30. — Mr. Mason 
(Tll.)» at the conclusion of routine 
morning business in the senate, rose 
to a question of personal privilege. 
He had read a newspaper clipping of 
an interview with the British consul 
at New Orleans, saying that the Brit- 
ish public was disgusted with the po- 
sition taken by the American people 
and some of the senators in congress 
on the subject of the Hritish-Trnns- 
vaal war. That position was assumed, 
the consul was quoted as saying, sim- 
pl\ r because the American people were 
mercenary. To-day they were favor- 
able to the Boers because they had 
achieved a little success; to-morrow 
they would be just as favorable (o the 
British when they had achieved vic- 
tory. The consul also attacked Sen- 
ator Mason specifically. 

Mr. Mason said the consul's utter- 
ance was scarcely worlh attention, 
except that he was one of the accred- 
ited representatives of a great nation 
to this country. “It is not the first 
time,” declared Mr. Mason, “a British 
diplomat has attempted to run this 
country. So far as his personal at- 
tacks upon me are concerned, I have 
no. concern. They do me honor. The 
more venomous the attacks by the 
British upon me and those who think 
like me; the more we are made the 
subjects of British stupidity and as- 
ninity, the sooner will the American 
people get on the right side of the 
controversy. He declared that 93 per 
cent, of the people of America were 
in sympathy with the Boers in their 
contest with Great Britain. 

“I want to say.” said Mr. Mason, “I 
ask for no special defense from the 
state department in this matter, for, 
with llie help of God. I’ll try to take 
care of myself. But,” said he, “there 
is one thing that 1 should like to in- 
quire about. What has become of the 
arbitration treaty that was submitted 
to this senate? I am told that the 
United Slates government can not 
mediate in this war until that treaty 
has been ratified. If that is so, I 
want that treaty discovered and rati- 
fied, so that the barrier against me- 
diation shall be removed.” 

Mr. Mason then urged the commit- 
tee on foreign relations, to which his 
resolution of sympathy with the 
Boers bad been referred, to make a 
report upon it, in order that a vote 
might be liad upon it. 

The senate then adopted an order 
presented by Mr. Allison (la.) decid- 
ing to proceed to the election of a sec- 
retary and sergeant -at -arms of the 
senate. . 

This was the second step in the re- 
organization of the senate which has 
been pending for several weeks. Mr. 
Allison, then in succession, presented 
resolutions, first, that Charles C. Ben- 
nett, of New York, be elected secre- 
tary of the senate, and second, that 
Daniel M. Jlansdell, of Indiana, be 
elec ted se rgea nt-at-arms. 

After an agreement was reached 
that the officers were not to take 
their places until February 1, 1 lie res- 
olutions were adopted without di- 
vision.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 24.— Senate— The 
tenate passed the Puryear resolution me- 
morializing congress to amend the present 
national bankrupt law so that it will ap- 
ply to counties, townships and quasi-cor- 
porations. Bills were introduced as fol- 
lows: To amend the revenue law so that 

state and county taxes on w'hisky Shall 
be paid annually instead of at the end of 
the bonded period: to amend Section f330 
of the Kentucky statutes to prohibit 
horse racing on public highways; to 
amend the charters of sixth-class towns 
by requiring publication in a newspaper 
of the financial condition of the city and 
providing a manner of settlement with 
the city marshal; to amend the phar- 
macy law by including “eueaine. cocaine 
and all other alkaloids and salts of coca 
and compound of coca” iii the list of 
medicines to be sold only on prescription 
of a regular physician; to prevent extor- 
tion and compel payment of debts foi* 
labor in lawful money. 

House— Mr. Willingham, of the contest, 
committee of Walker (rep.) against Ray 
(dein.), from Garrard, reported with the 
expression of opinion that Mr. Ray should 
retain his seat. The report was unani- 
mously adopted. The Van Meter (dem.) 
against Berry (rep.), contest from Fay- 
ette, reported that his committee was not 
ready to report, and further time W’as 
granted. It was made a special order for 
10:30 o’clock Friday morning. The Gill 
(dem.) against Brisler (rep.) contest front 
Logan county, was made a special order 
for the same day and hour. The Rang- 
lan<? (dem.) vs. Strong (rep.) contest from 
Jefferson county, and the Roberts (dem.) 
vs. Aiken (rep.) from city of Louisville, 
were made special orders for Tuesday at 
10:30. I 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 25.— Senate — Bills 
were introduced as follows: Appropriat- 

ing $1,000 to Mrs. Margaret A. Diamond, 
whose son was killed while with the 
state militia at Mayfield In 1898; to estab- 
lish the office of fish, game and bird war- 
ier) : to regulate and define the power of 
corporations organized for religious, 
charitable, educational or other lawful 
purposes from tvhich no private gain is 
to be derived; to amend section 3S. chap- 
ter 47, of the law relating to roads and 
pass ways, bv prohibiting the supervisors 
from being interested in teams or horses 
worked on the road; to amend section 15 
of the common school law, so that the 
governor and chief justice shall s-liu-t 
i he state hoard of education. A resolu- 
tion was adopted calling on the state au- 
ditor for information as to taxes paid by 
certain bunks. 

House — On account of so many armed 
men being in the city, the galleries were 
cleared of all visitors anil the doors 
locked. The only business transacted 
was the filing of various petitions, ask- 
ing for an appropriation for a new capi- 
tol building, and one requesting the re- 
peal of the Australian ballot system. 
The committees reported a number of 
bills favorably, all of minor importance, 
excepting the one authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a state house commission 
and providing for the erection of a new 
capitol building. The bill was slightly 
changed by the committee. ,

Frankfort, Ky., Jail. 31. — Senator 
Goebel was shot and fatally wounded 
nt 1 1 : 10 Tuesday morning. The shoot- 
ing was clone by some man at present 
unknown. Mr. Goebel was walking up 
the sidewalk leading to the door of 
the capitol building, on his way to 
the senate, when a man in the second 
story of the building immediately to 
1 he east of the capitol fired upon him. 
Five shots were tired, and Mr. Goebel 
fell to the ground fatally wounded. 
He was at once carried to the Capitol 
hotel. The wildest excitement was 
instantly created in the town, and 
■nil bin ten minutes after Mr. Goebel 
had been shot tin* streets were filled 
with men carrying rifles and revol-

vers. A guard was instantly thrown 
around the building from which the 
shots came, and in less than three 
minutes 30 special police surround- 
ed it. and a detail began a search of 
tlu* interior for the assassins. 

At 11:30 a. in. Senator Goebel is 
still alive, though there is no pros- 
pect of recovery. 

The wildest excitement prevails all 
over t he town. 

“They have assassinated Senator 
Goebel,” was shouted into the house 
door an instant after the shots rang 
out. The members rushed pellmell 
over one another down the steps to 
the front of the* building, eoatless and 
bat less. In five minutes citizens of 
the town by hundreds poured into 
the state house yard, and jt looked as 
if a riot would result. Cooler heads 
advised the surrounding of the build- 
ing.

— The secretary 
of state is in receipt of a telegram 
from United States Consul Kindriek 
at Juarez, Mex.. reporting that six 
Americans have been shot.

Lou Webster and Henry Williams. It 
is said that they were shot by ordei 
of Gen. 'l ories, near Guaymas, on the 
ground that they were found with 
Yaquis Indians. 

The consul has not yet been able to 
confirm this report but the secretary 
of state has suitably instructed our 
ambassador in relation to the alleged 
shooting, and has also instructed Con- 
sul Kindriek to ascertain and report 
to the ambassador all particulars.

Fternburg has compiled some figures 
as a basis of mortality calculations in 
tin* Spanish-Ameriean war, which, in- 
cidentally. developed the interesting 
fact that the mobilisation of the array 
during the Spanish-Ameriean war was 
accomplished is only a fraction of 
he time required to assemble an equiv- 
alent number of troops at the out- 
break of the civil war. 

In May, 1 sfi j. the main strength of 
the union army was 16,161, and in one 
month it had increased to only 66,950. 
In the first month of the Kpanish- 
American war llu* United States army, 
starting al 163,726, had increased be- 
fore the close of the month to 202,526. 
'This is regarded as a remarkable fact 
of military organization far surpass- 
ing the best results obtained by the 
British government.

Chicago, Jan. 30. — Alleged fraud in 
the sale of but ferine, which hundreds 
of dealers throughout the country 
have purchased as butter, is said to 
have been practiced by John 1L Roo- 
ney and Walter H. Butler, who will 
appear before a United States com- 
missioner to answer to two charges 
of alleged violation of the internal 
revenue law. The government oflieers 
claim to have sufficient evidence to 
show that the defendants have car- 
ried on business as wholesale dealers 
in butterine without having paid a 
government license.

Crop Prospects and Climate About 
Edmonton, N. W. T. 

[Interesting letter from Mrs. S. A. Brig- 
ham, late of Mason City.] 

Editor Mason City Republican. 

Ross Creek, Alberta, N. W. T., 
Canada, Aug. 7, 1899. 

Dear Sir: 

We are located in the Beaver Hills, 
30 miles from Ft. Saskatchewan and 
50 miles from Edmonton. To the east 
of these is an immense area of bot- 
tom lands, which furnishes abundance 
of hay for the settlers. It is dotted 
with small lakes, the largest of which 
is called Beaver Lake, 16 miles in 
length. 

There is shelter for the cattle and 
horses now feeding there. 

The Beaver Hills are covered with 
small green willows which are easily 
gotten rid of before breaking up the 
land. Here and there poplar, birch 
and tamarack trees abound. Small 
meadows are numerous. The soil in 
these hills is much richer than the bot- 
tom lands, being a kind of black leaf 
mould. There is no tough sod to 
break and it is very productive. Wheat, 
oats and barley do finely, and vege- 
tables are the finest that can be 
grown. Potatoes especially are large 
and solid, easily producing from 200 
to 300 bushels per acre, and best of 
all never a “tfity bug” to wrestle with 
Wild fruit — strawberries, gooseberries, 
saskatoons (or pine berries), raspber- 
ries and cranberries — are found in the 
hills. Small tame fruit does finely; the 
red and white currants in my garden 
are as large again as common sized 
ones. 

We have long days during the 
months of June and July, one can see 
to read many evenings until 10 o’clock 
in the twilight. Some nights less 
than 3 hours of darkness and the 
birds are singing at 2 o’clock. Then 
again, it rains so easily. You look to- 
ward the west and see a little eloud 
coming up, a gentle shower follow j. 
the sun shines forth again, and in 9 
little while you forget it has rained. 

Cyclones are unknown here and the 
thunder and lightning is very light. 
We had two storms this summer ac- 
companied with wind and hail, but 
nothing to lodge the grain. The av- 
erage heat is about 78 degrees. We 
had three or four days in July at 90. 
The nights are always cool. 

The winter season is one of great 
activity. All the fencing is gotten 
out then and logs for the farm build- 
ings. By paying 25 cents you are 
granted a permit at the land office to 
cut logs upon vacant lands. The roads 
are gcod and smooth, for the snow 
never drifts, not even around the 
buildings, and this is * great saving 
of time to the farmer. Hay is hauled 
from the bottom lands all winter long, 
and a man can work outside every 
day as far as ihe weather is con- 
cerned. There are cold snaps when it 
reaches 40 and 48 below zero. bu* the 
lack of wind prevents one realizing it 
and the mountains 150 mites west of 
us are a great protection. 

Our neighbors are mostly Canadian, 
Scotch, Swede, and we hate a nice 
sprinkling of people from the States. 

The creeks abound in small fish. 

We are now in the midst of hay- 
making (Aug. 7th). Wheat will not be 
cut until early September, this being 
a little later season than common, but 
the crop will be immense. I send you 
a sample of wheat and barley — its 
height is almost even with my shoul- 
ders, average 50 inches. Newcomers 
lacking binders can hire their grain 
cut for 75 cents per acre. Prairie 
chickens are here bv the thousands. 

The water is good. We have a 6ne 
well 15 feet deep. In the creeks the 
wafer is soft and of a yellowish colour. 

Then again we are surrounded with 
bachelors; we have no less than 18 
single men in this neighbourhood, on 
matrimony bent. When a feminine 
gender of any age between 14 and 40 
visits these hills we pity her, so great 
is the demand for her company. 

In conclusion, if the remainder of 
cur loved ones were here with us, we 
should better enjoy life on Ros-s Creek, 
and unless the unexpected develops, 
consider this will be a pretty fair 
place to end our days.
